WASHINGTON, July 3-—The importart news that came to the state department today from Consul Gen- 
eral Goodnow, at Shanghai, respect irfg the conditions at Pekin has gone far to enlighten the cfficials as to 
certain points that were shrouded in uncertainty and doubt. The consul general’s reports show that the im- 
perial Chinese govérnment is not implicated ™ the attack upon the ministers anq the missionaries and con- 
firms what the state department has all along suspected, namely, that a state of insurrection exists in Pekin 
and the province of Chile, and that the rising must be treated as such. 

The officials here are gratified at the successful working out of the policy adopted some days ago of con- 
solidating the great viceroys south of Pekin in an agreement upon a policy of neutrality at least. The last and 
the greatest of these viceroys gave in his adherence today, according to the state department’s advices from 
Consul McWade at Canton. so that the officials feel reasonably secure for the safety of the foreigners in the 
whole territory ‘south of the Yellow river, which comprises three-fourths of China. 

The Canton rumor that Viceroy Li had asked for a United States warship to carry him north to Tien Tsin 
was an incident of the past fortnight. He wanted to go om the Brooklyn, and while Admiral Kempff was 
willing to take him as a passenger, the viceroy charged his mind owing to the perilous state of affairs in his

Empire State Delegation Selects Com- 
missioner of Charities Kellar 
for the Vice President’s 
Place on Democratic 
Ticket,

Kansas City, Mo., July 3.—(Spécial.)—It 
fell to the lot of New York to furnish 
the first real sensation to this national 
gathering of democrats. This came late 
this afternoon in the shape of a pitched 
battle between Croker and Hill, the re- 
sult being the complete knockout of the 
Wolfert’s Roost statesman, who.up to 
now has been the spectacular feature of 
the convention crowd and who has seem- 
ed to outsiders to be the dominating fac- 
tor in the New York situation. At the 
meeting of New York's delegation, which 
began at 3 o’colck and lasted well into 
the evening. Hill and Croker crossed 
swords and Hill was administered a hu- 
miliating defeat, It has been the especial 
ambition of the former senator to repre- 
sent his state upon the platform com- 
mittee. He figured it out that as New 
York's representative he would certainly 
be chosen chairman of the committee and 
in that way would probably be the most 
prominent personage in the convention 
proceedings. In the meeting of the dele- 
gation today he made a strong personal 
appeal to the delegates to elect him rather 
than Judge Augustus Van Wyck to the 
coveted position. Mr. Croker supported 
Van Wyck, who was in the end elected, 
and then Hill left the room in high 


-dudgeon, declaring to intimate friends his 


purpose of returning to New York at 
once, 

The New York delegation added another 
surprise by deciding to cast its vote for 
John W. Kellar for vi¢e president. Kel- 
lar’s name had not been mentioned in this 
connection at all. The significance of this 
action I will discuss later. 

It was a red-hot tongue fight while it 
lasted. Hill made the strongest appeal 
for votes he knew how to make. He 
urged the democrats of New York to 
break away from Croker’s domination and 
put him on the platform committee, argu- 
ing that the democrats of the couhtry ex- 
pected him to be on the committee, and 
that he could serve tthe state better in 
that capacity than any other man A 
member of congress, who is a member 
of the delegation, described Hill’s speech 
as an abject appeal for votes, the sort 
of an appeal a man makes when his heart 
is very much in anything and he finds 
the cards stacked against him. 

But it was no good. Most of the up 
country delegates stuck by Hill, but the 
delegates from the city and from Buffalo 
were against him. In the past Hill has 
usually been able to secure the assistance 
of the Brooklyn organization, but today 
all the greater New York delegates stuck 
together and Judge Van Wyck was elect- 
ed. It was a terribly bitter dose for the 
former senator. His first talk of jeaving 
town was doubtless nothing more than 
the expression of ‘the deep chagrin he 
felt. His friends believe he wil! stay the 
thing out. There are some of his enemies 


who say they would not be at all sur- — 


prised if Hil] did leave, for, as they put it, 
he is always doing old-maidish things. 

Neither Croker, Hill nor Judge Van 
Wyck will discuss the affair for pub‘ica- 
tion. Judge Van Wyck was naturally 
considerably elated over the -victory of 
which, however, he could have had but 
little doubt. 


Senator Edward Murphy presided and 
when nominations were called for Judge 
Lynn nominated ~~ New York’s represen- 
tative on the platform —— Augus- 
tus Van Wyck.

GERMANY’S EMPEROR DECLARES WAR ON CHINA. 


BERLIN, July 3.—Addressing the detachment of German marines which sailed from Wilhelmshaven for 
China yesterday, the emperor made a remarkable speech, during which he notified the world of Germany’s 
intention to avenge the murder of Baron von Ketteler, the late minister of Germany at Pekin, and the mis- 
sionaries and to dictate terms to the Chinese from the palace at Pekin. His majesty spoke as follows: 

“The firebrand of war has been hurled in the midst of the most profound peace. Unhappily this was to 
me not unexpected. The crime is unspeakable insolence; horrifying in its barbarity, that has been committed 
against the person of my trusty representative and has taken him from us. The ministers of other powers 
hover between life and death and with them comrades sent for their protection. It may be that while I speak 
they have already fought their last fight. 

“The German flag has been insulted and the German empire treated with contempt. This demands exem- 
plary punishment and vengeance. Events have moved with frightful rapidity and have become profoundly 
grave and still graver. Since I called you to arms what I hoped to effect. with the help of the marine infantry 
has now become a difficult task which can only be we with the help of the serried ranks of all civilized 
states. 

“I will not rest until the German flag, joined to those of the other powers, floats triumphantly over 
China’s flag and until it has been planted on the walls of Pekin to dictate peace to the Chinese. You will 
have to maintain good comradeship with all the other troops whom you will come in contact with over yon- 
der. Russians, British ang French, all alike, are fighting for one common cause—for civilization.”

KEMPFF’S CABLEGRAM IS CORRECT. 


While doubt existed at first as tothe extent of the casualties reported by Admiral Kempff last evening via 
Che-Foo, the navy department has finally accepted his cablegram as showing that the casualties were ten killed 
and thirty-seven wounded among the American landing forces. Of the ten killed, four had been previously re- 
ported, namely, Thomas, Benson, Broman and Severson, all with McCalla’s detachment accompanying Admiral 
Seymour’s column. The other six deaths were among the marines attached to Major Waller’s command, and 
occurred during the attack upon Tien Tsin, and the march thereto. . 


THOSE NOT KILLED ARE STARV:NG. 


LONDON, July 3.—A special dispatch from Shanghai says Chinese reports are current that two other for- 
elgn ministers were murdered the same day as Baron von Ketteler. From the same sources it is declared that 
the mission hospital at Moukden has been destroyed by fire and that the native Christians have been massa- 


cred. It is fwrther asserted that the foreigners fled to New Chwang, 3 
According to the latest’ Pekin news from Chinese sources, the legations are at such extremities from raion 


of provisions that the women who escaped the bullets are perishing of starvation. 


VIEWED FROM WASHINGTON, 


Washington, July 3.—The important news that came to the state department today from Consul General Good- 
now, at Shanghai, respecting the conditions at Pekin, has gone far to enlighten the officials as to certain points that 
were shrouded in uncertainty: and doubt. The consul general’s advices show that the imperial Chinese government is 
not implicated in the attack upon the ministers and the missionaries, and confirms what the state department has all 
along suspected, namely, that a state of insurrection exists in Pekin, and that the rising must bé treated as such. The 
officials here are gratified at the success of the working out of the policy adopted some days ago of consolidating the 
viceroys south of Pekin in an agreement upon a policy of neutrality at least. The iast and greatest of these viceroys 
gave in his adherence today, according to the state department’s advices from Consul McWade, at Canton, so that 
the officials feel reasonably secure fer the safety of the foreigners in the whole territory scuth of the Yellow river, which 
comprises three-fourths of China. 

It is estimated that the Ninth infantry, from Manila, should arrive at Taku tonight or tomorrow. They will be the 
first of the United States regular troops to land on Chinese soil.

HAY HAS CABLEGRAMS FROM AMERICANS IN CHINA. 


Secretary Hay has received cablegrams from Consul Goodnow from Shanghai dated today and United 
States Consul McWade at Canton. The one from Goodnow is as follows: 
“On June 27th there were two legations standing. The emperor and empress are priscners in the palace. 


' The city gates are closed. Prince Tuan and his force of boxers are in control of everything. Complete condi- 


tion of anarchy in streets.” 

The cablegram from McWade is as follows: 

“Viceroy Li Hung Chang today assured me that he will immediately issue a strong proclamation command- 
ing the preservation of peace and order in his provinces and will take the necessary measures for the protection 
of foreigners so far as possible. He has largely increased the force of his army.” 


VON KETTELER’S DEATH IS NOW DESCRIBED. 


London, July 4, 2:30 a. m.—Couriers who arg arriving at the seats of.government of the southern viceroys from their 
agents in Pekin give vivid, but fragmentary pictures of what is being enacted in the orient. These couriers seeming‘y 
teft Pekin a day or two later than the messenger of Sir Robert Hart, the inspector general of customs, who started on the 
night of June 24th. They report that the heads of some of the captured leyition guards were being borne through tlie 
streets on the top of spears, followed by zealots chanting “‘Tapi Wang Kuei Tse Tapi 'Tapi” (Kill the foreign devils; kill, 
kill.) 

The city’s milkons have been roused to patriotic fervor, breaking out tnto the wildest excesses, while over half the 
city couid be heard fighting around the legations. 

Sir Robert Hart’s runner, who was interviewed by the  corrrespondent of 
Shanghai, supplemented the tragic sentences of the dispatch he bore by a 
things he sew. Hesays the foreigners were meking a last stand in the 
and inclosures of the British legation. They had many dead and wounded. Among them were 
some women and children. <All were shcrt of food, even forthe commonest necessaries. The women were 
starving, as they gave a part of their sniall allowance to the children. The foreigners, nevertheless, were holding out 
under a terrible fire, upheld by the hourly expectation of relief. They knew they weuld not be abandoned, and that the 
armies of their goy,;rnments were advancing. Sometimes they thought they could hear artiliery in action beyond the wall. 
They were un ble to return the fire of the Chinese, except at moments when an a:sault se>med imminent. Then the ma- 
chine guns and repeating rifles tore the storming parties to pleces. The messenger expressed the belief that it would be 
impossible for the foreigners to resist much longer, as the Chirese were preparing to batter town the walis of the court- 
yard and ammunition was running low. 

Orders were given by Prince Tun, the messenger says, that since some had been killed, not one other foreigner 
shou.d be left alive. The Chinese soldiers were exhorted to sacrifice their lives without hesitation, if by doing so they 
could help extcrminate the “wang kuei tre.”” Extreme precautions had been taken to prevent the foreigners from com- 
municating with any one outside the city, and a number of runners who had been sent out were killed by the Chinese. 
This messenger succeeded in getting threugh by smearing his face and clothes with blood and joming in the outcries 
against the ‘‘devils.”" He passed the remains of foreigrers of Admiral Seymour's force, who had been killed between 
Lang Fang and Lo Fu. Their bodies had been cut to pleces and their heads were carried at the ends of bamboos. <A 
awe army of Manchu Chinese imper.al troops with twenty guns, is reported to be advancing in the direction of Tien 

sin 

Reliance is placed in Shanghai on most of the statements made by the messenger, as he ts known to be faithful 
to the foreigners. 

The consular body at Shanghai is of the opinion that the food and ammunition of the besieged legation forces at 
Pekin having become exhausted, they must be dead or imprisoned and that it would be futile to make a desperate 
effort for their relief with an inadequate force. It is regarded at Shanghal as appalling that nothing is being done 
for the relief of the besieged foreigners, and it seems horrible that they should be abandoned. to their fate. The 
inability of 1,600 men, the latest estimate of the number landed, to advance is explained By the statement that the 
Chinese army between Tien Tsin and Pekin has been heavil re-enforced, and that it has abundant artillery and num- 
erous cavalry, giving at large advantages over the allies. Reconnoitering parties run a great hazard of being sur- 
rounded, captured and probably executed by torture. A long delay seems certain before an effective advance can be 
made.

Various accounts of the murder of Baron von Ketteler reach Shanghal. 

The correspondent of The Express says that Prince Tuan, who is the dictator at the capitol, tried by means of a 
trap to induce the ministers to leave the legations so that they might be massacred by fanatics, thus evading gov- 
ernmental responsibility for their death. The American, British, French and Russian ministers suspected a plot and 
refused to leave the legations. Baron von Ketteler, however, accepted the invitation and left the German legation 
with a small escort of German marines. Opposite the foreign office he was assassinated by the Chinese soldiery and

Reasoning from 
this he concluded that the proper and 
feasihie way to increase speed of trains 
was notias commonly pugsued, to increase 
motor power, but to reduce air resistance. 
This he has accomplished through the 
aid and co-operation of that typical rail- 
road, the iBaltimore and Ohio, by con- 
structing a train of six ears on Mr. 
‘Adatiis’s plat. These cars are practically 
free from al] projections, are closely ves- 
tibuled and split the wind like a knife, It 
must be remembered that the Baltimore 
and Ohio not only runs the most luxurious 
trains between the capital and the me- 
tropolis of our country, but the fastest.

The cannon will have a holiny anpear- 
ance this afternoon.

Oldest Theater in London. 

Newcastle Chronicle: Old Sadler's Wells, 
the oldest theater in London, is now, it 
seems, to disappear, and to be pulled doawn 
for residential flats. Its glories have long 
since departed. The place dates back to 
1683, when the original John Sadler, sur- 
veyor of highways, built a music house, 
which was more than once “presented” 
as a disorderly house or place where un- 
licensed entertainments were carried on. 
The ‘“‘Weils,” which were vainly enough 
reputed to be medicina:, whereas they 
were, of course, derived from the New 
river head adjacent, were supposed to be 
discovered about this time. 

The place became fashionable and at- 
tracted the attention of the light-fingered 
brigade, so that the advertisements of 
the riod announced that a horse patrol 
would be sustained along the new road to 
protect the quality on returning to town 


from the theater. Later on it got a il- 
cense and in 1766 the father of Grimaldi, 
the clown, was chief actor there. Then it 


was a circus, and then the celebrated Mrs. 
Siddons became proprietor. 

In the second decade of the present cen- 
tury the water shows, which were long a 
feature, began, and the “Battle of the

LARGE COMMITTEE NAMED. 


Canvass Will Be Made of the Entire 
State. 


JOSEPH ORME IS ELECTED TREASURER 


It Is Expected That a Large Amount 
of Money Will Be Raised for 
Suffering Natives. 


For the purpose of raising funds to aid 
the starving millions In India, both At- 
lanta and the entire state are being organ- 
ized on:a grand scale. A committee of 
one hundred has been organized in New 
York to push the matter in this country 
and ex-Govetnor W. J. Northern has 
been asked to take charge of the work 


He has consented, and is now actively 
engaged in promoting the movement. Gove 
ernor Northen recently appointed Major 
R. J. Guinn, Rev. W.-W. Landrum and 
Cc. D. Montgomery a committee of three 
to assist him in this work. That commit- 
tee held an Important meeting yeetercay 
and appointed a large committee of prom- 
inent Atlanta people to assist the rmove- 
ment in this city and county.

Joseph Orme, cashier of the Lowry Na- 
tional bank, of Atlanta, has been 'se- 
lected as treasurer and all the money 
raised in Georgia will be sent to him and 
acknowledgement of the amounts will be 
made through the columns of the daily 
press, 

The members of the two Atlanta cim- 
mittees are to hold an intresting mreet- 
ing at 5 o’clock next Friday afternoon 
in the parlors of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, and at that time matters 
of importance with the work will be dis- 
cussed at length. Every member of the 
committees is expected to attend. 

In the meantime Governor Northen is 
preparing appropriate literacure end send- 
ing it broadcast over the stat¢, acquaint- 
ing every one possible with the work that 
has been commenced and soliciting aid 
in bringing the movement to the attention 
of the many thousands who sre able and 
might be willing to contribute to the fund 
to provide food for the natives nod slow- 
ly starving. 

According to the circulars sent out by 
the committee of one hundred of New 
York, it is estimated that these natives 
can be furnished with meals at 2 cents 
each, and that 5 cents will be sufficient 
to provide proper food for the day. The 
work of rescue in India is being done on 
a remarkably economical plan. 

The following letter has been acdress- 
ed to every man appointed in the various 
counties of the state: 

I have been solicited by the India famine 
relief committee of one hundred, located in 
New York, to organize this state and secure 
contributions from our generous people for the 
relief of the starving millions in India. 

I have agreed to undertake the work for the 
state, with’the assurance that I will have the 
active co-operation of public spirited citizens 
in every county the state The appeal is 
a most worthy one, and I hope to have response 
fully commensurate with our part and our 
duty in this great and pressing need. 

This communication with the accompanying 
literature, Is sent to your address with the re- 
quest that you take charge of the matter for 
your county, calling to your aid such ladies 
or gentlemen, of both, as may be necessary to 
bring the best results. 

All contributions must be made in money. 
Receipts will be acknowledged through the city 
press. 

If you cannot give this matter attention, will 
you not kindly put it into the hands of some- 
one who will? Do not let it go by fault.

Sergeant Walter BE. Mizell, of company | 


K, Forty-seventh United Stafes volun- 
teers, and Corporal George Sweney, of 
the same company and same regiment, 
have written a letter to The Constitution 
telling of some of the experiences the 
members of the regiment have gone 
through and giving interesting facts con- 
cerning Georgia boys who are in the Phil- 


ippines. 

The letter follows: 

“Sorsogon, Luzon, Philippine Islands, 
May 10, 190.—The Forty-seventh being 
compased to a large extent of boys from 
Georgia ané@ the south, we thought prob- 
ably @ letter would be welcomed by our 
friends at home, as well as the readers 
of The Constitution. We left Camp Meade, 
Pa., November 2, 1899, for New York, 
boarding the United ‘States. trans- 
port Thomas November 3d. We were 
visited by Miss Helen Gould or the morn- 
ing of the 4th, she having already sent our 
Thanksgiving dinner aboard to be en- 
joyed at sea. We steamed out of the 
harbor the same evening, having remark- 
ably fine weather. On the evening of 
November 14th we sighted Cape St. Vin- 
cent, the most extreme part of Portugal, 
and arrived at Gibraltar at 10:30 a. m. 
November 15th; distance 3,169 miles. Here 
a@ large number of our boys secured shore- 
leave, and visited the city built on the 
Side of the famous rock, in the south 
of Spain. There is one gun on the rock 
for each year, mostly in obscure and se- 
cret positions, being at that time 1,899 
guns. The one for 1900 being already pre- 
pared to mount. Our boys sent a large 
mail home from here, the postage amount- 
ing to over $8. We were met in a very 
friendly manner by the Brit!sh-and espe- 
¢fially the soldiers, who entertained us 
sight-seeing, visiting places of interest. 

“We left Gibraltar at 7:30 p. m., Novem- 
ber 16th, and as we passed out of the 
harbor, were saluted from the different 
naval vessels of England’s fleet stationed 
there, three cheers being heartily given 
and the bands of each playing appropriate 
national tunes, “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,”’ “God Save the Queen,” eta Our 
men and band responded in fine form. 
We steamed into the Mediterranean along 
the north coast of Africa, passing at times 
in sight of small villages and hamlets 
on the coast of Morocco, Algeirs, Tunis 
and Tripoli, reaching Cape Blanc Novem- 
ber 18th and Cape Bow at 10 p. mm same 
date, 

“We sighted the island of Sicily and 
arrived at Valette, island of Malta, No- 
vember 20th: distance 991 miles. The city 
of Valette is the most important on the 
island and like Gibraltar is a Wwonder- 
fully strong fortified place. Here Colonel 
Howe received an invitation to bring the 
regiment ashore for a review, and ac- 
cepted. We donned our new khaki uni- 
forms, tan shoes, belts already whitened 
and brasses polished, lined up on the 
ship’s deck for inspection by our ¢com- 
pany commanders, and at 10 a, m., Novem- 
ber 2ist, were towed ashore in small boats 
by the steam launch from her majesty’s 
ship Caesar, the admiral’s flagship. We 
marched to the parade ground and passed 
in review before the military governor 
of the island and staff, being highly com- 
plimented by them. and receiving much 
applause from the citizens, soldiers and 
sailors who had assembled in large crowds 
to see what an American soldier could do. 

“The next morning our heads were very 
much enlarged.by the flattering notices 
in the Malta press. After the review we 
were taken in hand by the British sol- 
diers, who were ever our friends, and 
visited all places of interest, including the 
fort Recinoli, near the governor's palace. 
In the harbor was the Spanish transport 
Isla de Luzon, conveying 1,80 Spanish 
soldiers from Manila to Barcelona. We 
steamed out of the Karbor at 4 p. m., No- 
vember 23d, and arrived at Port Said, 
Egypt, at 6 p. m., November 26th; dis- 
tance 982 miles. This is a gay oriental 
city at the entrance of the Suez canal 
from the Mediterranean. Here you wit- 
ness the original type of oriental life, 
and the so-called ‘streets of Cairo’ imi- 
tated at the world’s fair can be seen at 
its best. The Turks and Arabs are a 
fierce looking people, but intent on money 
making, as most of our men can testify 
who obtained shore leave. The canal 
is ninety-nine miles in length, extending 
north and south, separating ,.Egypt from 
Turkey in Asia. As you enter the canal 
your eye falls on a magnificent statue 
of Ferdinand de Lesseps, the originator 
and promoter of this vast water course, 
which reduces the distance from London 
to India from 11,379 miles to 7,628 miles. 
We were compelled to reduce our speed 
to five knots an hour and take on search 
lights. It was a beautiful sight. The 
desert illuminated by our powerful lights 
enabling us to view the Turks and Arabs 
with thir caravans, some moving slowly 
along; others encamped for the night. 
Here we met the original Arab beggar. 
They live in the ground along the banks 
of the canal, reminding one of the prairie 
dog in the west, jumping in and out of 
their holes in the ground. They would 
run along the bank of the canal, soliciting 
us to throw a coin into the water, for 
which about a dozen of them would dive 
for, some of them invariably bringing 
their trophy to the surface, 

“We reached Suez at 10:30 a. m., Novem- 
ber 28th, remaining here only one hour. 
We passed into the gulf of Suez along the 
coast of Arabia, passing the twelve Apos- 
tle isles and Mt. Sinai. A long and un- 
eventful trip through the Red sea brought 
us to Colombo, island of Ceylon; distance 
3.418 miles. Here we met the United States 
cruiser Nashville, also bound for Manila. 
Colombo is headquarters for Sir Henry 
Lipton’s great tea interests, he having 
the largest tea plantations in the world 
under cultivation here. We, visited the 
Buhddist temple, British museum and sev- 
eral other interesting places of historical 
fame. Leaving December lith, we passed 


into the Indian ocean and arrived at Sing-. 


apore, Malay peninsula, December iéth; 
distance 1,448 miles. Here we took a ride 
in the native jinrikishas and visited all 
places of interest, being chaperoned by 
the British soldiers, who also ‘garrison 
this port. It is inhabited by Malays, 
Arabs, Turks, Japs and Chinese, 

“We left Singapore December 19th, into 
the China sea, this being the day we were 
to cross the equator. Old Neptune was 


to come aboard and hold high carnival. | 


Two of the dirtiest men were selected 
from each company and at 2 p. m. the 
master of ceremonies, announcing himself 
ready, the procession of twenty-four 
started. They were first given a dose 
from the hose, then escorted to the bar- 


| bers’ platform, where they were lathered 


from a pail with a whitewash brush ard 
shaved with a huge wooden razor, then 
tumbled backward into a large canvas 
tank filled with water. One more intro- 
duction to the hose and they were set at 
liberty. 

“We arrived at Manila December £24; 
distance 1,389 miles. Distance traveled 
from New York 11,447 miles. We disem- 
barked December 23a, going to San Pedro 
Macati, part of the regiment refnaining 
here, companies I and M going to Taguig 
and companies G, K and L to Pasig City 
on the north firing lines, taking up quar- 
ters in an old Spanish cathedral, relieving 
the Thirty-seventh infantry, United States 
volunteers. While here company K cap- 
tured a raft containing 1,800 cocoanuts. 
We were relieved by the Twenty-ninth 
infantry, United States volunteers, Jan- 
uary 15, 1900, taking cascas to Manila, sev- 
eral opportunities being afforded us of 
visiting Manila and its walled city across 
the bridge of Spain. 

“We were’ assigned to General Kobbe’s 
expedition to open up all ports on the 
islands of Leyte, Samar and southern 
Luzon. This comprised the Forty-third 
and Forty-seventh infantry, United States 
volunteers, and one battery of the Third 
light artillery, sailing January 18th, Iive 
transports, the cruiser Nashville, gun- 
boat Helena and one dispatch boat. We 
arrived off the city of Sorsogon January 
20th, company K being the first ordered 
to shore to act as scouts and provost 
guard. Wie soon made a landing, the 
guns of the naval vessels being in the 
meantime trained on the city. We met 
with no resistance, about 600 insurgents 
retreating to the mountains. Company M 
took up quarters at the fort and K, mak- 
ing barracks out of the building formerly 
occupied as headquarters of the Filipino 
president, and located on a beautiful spot 
off the Bay Del Sorsogon, 
one square distant and is not very pre- 
possessing as regards beauty and a‘«chi- 
tecture. On it are located our battalion 
headquarters, bank, market place and 
most of the business houses, the latter 
being run to a large extent by Chinese 
merchants, who are piach disliked by ihe 
native and a source of great trouble on 
the island. There are several large ware- 
houses here, mostly filled with hemp, 
the chief product in this part of the is- 
land. Commerce was entirely closed for 
six months prior to ovr opening the port 
and we found the people*in a half starved 


condition, being compelled to give to the ° 


insurgents what little they had laid by 
for their own use. 

“At present everything presents a dif- 
ferent aspect, most natives having some 
occu; ation enabling them to provide for 
their households. Most of them work at 
their hemp, combing, drying, dying and 
baling and preparing it for the market 
Some have looms and weave a very pretty 
fabric from which they manufacture a 
great deal of their own clothing. They 
are very fond of dress, bright and gay 
colors predominating among the gentle 
sex, the latter also being very much at- 
tached to their cigarettes. They take 
kindly to music and dancing, and 
are great gamblers. There are a 
large number of Spaniards here, most- 
ly people of wealth. Since our advent 
among them the natives have taken out 
“cedulos” or registration papers in large 
numbers, elected a native president and 
council, and the streets are patrolled by 
native police in khaki uniforms and brass 
buttons. This state of prosperity has 
been attafned only through the ceaseless 
and untiring effcrts of American soldiers. 
we being compelled to sleep under arms, 
getting out at all times of the night after 
the insurrecto, climbing mountains, ford- 
ing rivers and sleeping in the mud and 
wor going hungry for want of a *iard 
taek, 

“On the night of Mareh 7th fifteen men 
from K and M started for Gubat, where 
the insurrectos had come into the town 
to burn and pillage. We arrived in small 
boats at 2 a. m., they having commenced 
to fire it at both ends. We were met on 
the shore by a large number of Chinese 
who carried immense earthen pots filled 
with money, who proffered us their ali if 
we would protect their lives, they being 
almost speechless from fright. Our Krag- 
Jorgensen rifles did good work. We en- 
countered about 400 bolo men, and drow 
them after a hard fight from the town, 
remained there five days, having skir- 
mighes daily. That was about the first 
engagement we participated in. Since 
then we have been kept pretty busy. Com- 
pany L relieved us at Gubat and about 
one. week ago, large forces of insurrectos 
attacked them, but were repulsed with a 
heavy loss, killed and wounded among 
the insurgents, 

“On March Mth we took the town of 
Bacon, about eight miles distant, leaving 
a detachment from companies K and M 
to garrison, consisting of nineteen men 
and one first. lieutenant, 
300 bolo men attacked us from three direc- 
tions. We repulsed them, killing fourteen 
and capturing two wounded. On May 4th 
we marched twenty-five of us to Bacon 
and and there took small boats to Sugod, 
where the insurgents had started a new 
headquarters and were doing a 
good recruiting business. We _- sur- 
prised their outpost and = receiv- 
edavolley from. about fifty of the 
enemy at long range, doing us no damage. 
We killed two of their number, returning 
to Sorsogon. 

“We are kept busy scouting and taking 
long marches through the country, and 
when at post get plenty of guard duty. 
The other companies of the Fortys«seventh 
are doing good work at Legasp, Donsol, 
etc., seeing plenty of fighting. Everything 
is quiet and peaceful. around Manila, 
our troops having driven all the insur- 
gents to this remote part of the island. On 
the night of April $th we were treated 
to a severe shock of earthquake, which 
shook up things pretty well in general.

BRUTAL MURDER 


Detective After Papers for James L. 
Warren. 


WAS ARRESTED IN SAVANNAH 


Warren Said To Have Beat Out a 
Shipmate’s Brains. 


HE TRIED TO MURDER HIS WIFE| 


He Fled from Portland, Ore. and 
Was Captured in Savannab. 
Detective Day Tells Story. 


Detective James Day, of Portland, Ore., 
arrived. in the city Monday. Yesterday 
he appeared before the governor to secure 
requisition papers for James L. Warren, 
an alleged murderer and fugitive from 
justice, who had been tracked to Savan- 
nah and arrested. 

Detective Day was at the police bar- 
racks Monday night and he told the story 
of Warren’s crime to a reporter of The 
Constitution. 

Only,a few years ago Warren had mar- 
ried a most estimable young lady of Sa- 
vannah. He came from an excellent 
family of Washington, D. C., and the 
fact that he is said to have so soon 
turned. out to be a brutal murderer, to- 
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JAMES L. WARREN, 

Who Is Wanted for Murder in Oregon. 
gether with the blood curdling details 
of his alleged crime all make him one of 
the most notorious criminals ever arrest- 
ed.in this state. 4 

The detective stated that Warren first 
attempted to brain his own wife and left 
her for dead at Seattle, Wash., and that 
he fled to Portland, where he murdered 
the mate of the ship on which he had 
signed to sail. 

Warren was arrested In Savannah sev- 
eral days ago and Detectives H. P. Ford 
and James Day were detailed to come 


after him. Ford went on straight to Sa- 
vannah and Day stopped over in Atlanta 


.to get the requisition papers. 
Warren is a remarkably handsome man’ 


of about thirty-five years of age. He is 
well educated and of a refined and cul- 
tured family. There is nothing in his ap- 
pearance to denote the criminal order 
and to look at his open, frank face no 
one would ever suspect him of being the 
brutal assassin he is said to be. 


Detective’s Story of the Crime. 

“The first we knew of Warren,” stated 
Detective Day, “was when he turned up 
in Portland several months ago. He en- 
listed as boatswain an the ship Marion 
Chileot. After making a trip on that 
vessel he resigned and enlisted as boat- 
swain of the ship Clarence 8S. Bement. 
And, by the way, the Bement was the 
first iron ship ever built in this country. 
The mate of the Bement was James Kirk. 
On the very night before the Bement was 
to sail, Warren slipped into the mate’s 
bunk and murdered him by beating out 
his brains with a bar of iron. He secured 
about $200 in cash and a gold watch and 
chain and a silver watch. The murder 
and robbery occurred on the night of 
January 23, 1900. The next day Warren 
could not be found. The proof that he 
was. the murderer was overwhelming, 
even without the evidence of his flight.” 

The detective stated it was ascertained 
that Warren had a mother residing in 
Washington, D. C., and that he had mar- 
ried in Savannah, Ga. 

“We believed Warren would turn up 
at either of these two places and we had 
both cities closely watched. Sure enough, 
he made his way to Savannah, where he 
thought he would hide a while and then 
probably set sail for some foreign coun- 
try. The murder of Mate Kirk was one 
of the most diabolical that was ever com- 
mitted in our state and rewards were 
offered for Warren and every possible 
effort made to catch him,’’ 

Detective Day said Warren was a man 
of fine appearance and looked more like 
@ man of wealth and refinement than a 
brutal murderer. 

Tried to Murder His Wife. 

“The murder of the mate of the Bement 
was not Warren’s only crime,” said De- 
tective Day, “for after he had killed the 
mate and his record was being hunted 
up, We ascertained that he had beat his 
wife over the head with a bar of iron at 
Seattle, Wash., and left her for dead. 
She recovered after being <tnconscious for 
months and told the story of the crime. 
The officers at Seattle were looking for 
Warren when he committed the horrible 
murder in our town.” 

Detective Day had a photograph of 
Warren, which he allowed The Constitu- 
tion to use. 

Detective Ford, who has worked the 
case from the beginning, is in Sawannah. 
Last night Detective Day, armed with the 
necessary requisition papers, leit At- 
anta for Savannah. * 

Warren will be taken back to Oregon 
at once, where he will be tried for the 
murder of the mate. 

Day States that Warren is 
certain to be convicted and that there is 
no shadow of doubt about his being the 
murderer. | ad

The most miraculous escapade of this 
ensanguined fron monster occurred. here 
in 1888 No. 846 had been rechristened 
No. 851 to break its streak of ill luck, but 
it availed not. The northern approach to 
the Southern here over the long bridge 
crossing the Etowah river ‘passes over 
the Rome railroad track by a short tres- 
tle. 

On this eventful evening Engineer Pit- 
rer sat at the throttle. After his engine 
had passed over the short trestle it sud- 
denly leaped the track and plunged down 
a sixty-foot bluff into the Etowah, En- 
gineer Pitner stayed with the locomotive 
and was rescued with only a broken leg. 
« The right of way of the Rome road was 
filled with freight cars, which caught 
fire, blocking the road and destroying a 
large amount of freight. 

The river was very much swollen at the 
time end &1 lay buried in the mud sev- 
eral weeks. It was finally raised by the 
aid of a monster derrick and a ten-wheel 
locomotive. A track was laid under it 
and the sadly dismantled engine carried 
around the Rome track, thence to ¢he 
Atlanta shops. It was rebuilt, and sent 
again on its career of killing, 
behaving well until it culminat- 
ed in the frightful Camp creek 
affair. The original No. 846 had 
been restored after raising it from the 
Etowah. 

John Ramsey was the first engineer to 
handle 846. and he was succeeded by Abe 
Laird after the Lenoir killing. Ramsey 
was subsequently scalded to death near 
Sweetwater. 3 

Laird operated 846 up to the Woodward 
tragedy, and the demon engine was re- 
moved to the Georgia division. Laird 
succumbed to typhoid fever last summer. 

Engineer Pitner succeeded Laird and 
Was on 846 when it made the plunge into 
the river. On the day of the’ Camp 
creek horror Pitner was sick and Engineer 
Sullivan, of Atlanta, went :to his death 
in the last bloody event in the history of 
84. The engine is a heap of tangled 
scrap iron now, and it is said no effort 
will ever be made to restore it. During 
its twelve years of service it claimed over 
fifty victims. ;

The Harmony Grove cotton mill declared 
a dividend of 2 per cent at the annual 
meeting of the directors yesterday after- 
noon. All of the former officers and di- 
rectors were re-elected for the ensuing 
fiscal year and no better set of men can 
be found anywhere. What our town needs 
now is a million dollar mill and we con- 
fidently expect to see it soon. 

The first step toward the erection of a 
handsome freight and passenger depot for 
our town was taken this morning by the 
tearing down of the guano warehouse. As 
eoon as this warehouse has been torn 
down and moved away the ever-progres- 
sive and justly popular Southern railway

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., July 3.—Mr. John G. Medlock, a 
well-known citizen, died this morning at 5 
o'clock from the effects of laudanum, 
which he took last night for the purpose 
of killing himself. This morning between 
3 and 4 o’clock Mrs. Medlock awoke, and 
not seeing her husband in bed became 
alarmed, as he had always been regular 
in his habits. She sent her young son to 
his father’s grocery store, corner Hazel 
and Telfair streets, to see if he was there. 
The son found the back door locked, but 
thought he heard heavy breathing on the 
ifside of the store as if someone in deep 
sleep. He obtained a key and entered the 
store and found the unconscious form of 
his father stretched out on the floor. | His 
head. was resting on a flour sack. . An 
empty laudanum bottle was found near 
Mr. Medlock 
was not dead when found, though un- 
conscious. Physicians were summoned, but 
the most heroic treatment could not save 
his life, and he died in about’ an hour 
after being first discovered. It is pre- 
sumed that Mr. Medlock kilied himself in 
a fit of despondency ever business matters. 
Collections tn his grocery ‘business have 
been poor recently. Mr. Medlock was an 
upright and reliable man, and was esteem- 
ed by all who knew him. He Jeaves a 
wife and six children. Tomorrow morning 
the remains will be taken to his cld home, 
Louisville, Ga., for interment. 

Special Master for Sims. 

In the United States court today Judge 
Speer took up the case of Clapp et al. 
versus Roff Sims, petition for adjudication 
in bankruptcy and.rule for contempt. The 
judge decided to refer the entire matter 
to a special master to take testimony 
for the court and to compel the produc- 
tion of all books, papers and monies sald 
to be held by Roff Sims and which he. has 
been demanded to bea tp court. Mr. 
J. N. Talley was name special master 
and was instructed to take the testimony 
as quick as possible. 

After this decision of the court, Mr. Sims 
was asked his opinion of the disposition 
of the case. He said: 

“I am. pleased with the. direction the 
court has given the case; it is fair to both 
plaintiff and defendant. 
an equal chance to set forth their case in 
detail and to be reviewed by the court. I 
am more than pleased that the court has 
given me an opportunity to thoroughly in- 
vestigate every act in the conduct of my 
business. 

“I have no fear of being able to fully 
refute the many charges made -against 
me. The mistake that opposing counsel 
has made is that their Investigation has 
been superficial and not searching as 
should have been before such grave 
charges were preferred by them.”’ 


A Non-Suit. 


In the city court today the case of Mrs. 
Ida McDaniel versus the Acme Brewing 
Company was non-syited. One of the 
grounds of non-suit was a failure on the 
part.of the plaintiff to show that the de- 
ceased was‘in the proper discharge of his 
duties as an employee of the brewery 
when the accident occurred in which the 
husband of plaintiff lost his life. 

A $500 Option. 

This morning in the United States court 
Judge Speer heard the report of the 
receiver in the case of Albert M. Ayres 
versus Ocmulgee Land Improvement Com- 
pany, in which Mr. B. A. Wise offered 
$4,000 for certain lots of land belonging 
to the company and Mr. J. C. McBurney 
offered $5,000. Judge Speer decided that 
upon Mr. McBurney putting up $500 as a 
forfeit for a ten days’ option on the lots 
he should be allowed to have It. Mr. Mc- 
Burney agreed to put up the $500.

This afternoon while a negro woman 
was riding on a seat in a Belt line street 
car on Fourth street, near the union depot, 
she was seen to fall over gently, and while 
in the act of falling she was caught by 
Captain Miller, of the fire department.

a of Liquor Traffic. 

Columbia, 8. C., June 2.—(Special.)— 
The South Carolina dispensary law as 
been in operation just seven years. At 
midnight, June 30, 1893, the shutters of 
saloons were put up for all time and on 
the following morning dispensaries were 
opened. Since then the dispensary law 
has been the one political issue in the 
state, and it is that issue on which the 
canvass is now being made from county 
to county by the thirty candiates for 
state offices. This is the year 
for Senator Tillman’s re-election by 
rrimary, but having no _ opposition 
hé would be in the northwest 
helping out Senator Pettigrew if his 
promise to defend the institution he es- 
tablished had not held him here. While 
declaring himself “hands off’ on state 
issues, he has made each sneech the 
occasion for hitting hard blows against 
prohibition and advocating the dispensary 
as the best and most profitable method 
of regulating the liquor traffic. 

_The issue of ‘the present campaign 
against the system of the. state con- 
trolling a@ monopoly of the liquor business 
within her borders has more than ordi- 
nary importanc>s If, now, when faotion- 
al passions are allayed and the test is 
made squarely before the people on the 
merits of the plans proposed, the dis- 
pensary plan is successful by a consid- 
erable majority over the combiged forces 
of the prohibitionists and anti-dispen- 
sary people who are not prohibitionists, 
then the-fight will probably be given up 
and the system as now established with 
the modifications that are annually made 
by legislation. accepted as a permanency. 
And then it will spread to other states, 

Had the law ag it now exists been iirst 
eracted inatead of the very radical meéas- 
ure that went into operatién?’the oppo- 
nents of the measure wouldMave been far 
less bitter and would have been deprived 
of their ammunition. The country people 
favor the dispensary because it -.was 
Governor Tillman's pet measure and it 
handled very cheap grades of lHquor; the 
townspeople opposed it: for about the 
same reason—and a large majcrity of 
those representing the intelligence of the 
state being bitterly opposed to what they 
ecnsidered an infringement of personal 
liberty, and of the state being put in the 
position of a saloon keeper. 

For two years a citizen of South Caro- 
lina was unable to bring a bottle of 
liquor into the state in his grip, nor was 
he allowed to have a jug of any but dis- 
pensary liquor at his home. Railroad and 
express compaailes were prohibited from 
bringing liquor across the lines. Fines 
and penalties were heavy and there were 
spies at almost every railroad office. A 
reward of 20 cents a gallon was offered 
for information Jeading to the discovery 
of any liquors stored away, and by this 
rmethod the contents of many céllars 
vere emptied into the dispensary tanks. 
tj here is now, thanks to the United States 
supreme court, no restriction on the im- 
rcertation and keeping of Mquors for prt- 
vate usa _ : 

' The’ Army of Spies. 

The employn ent of spies was cause for 
keenest antagonism, It brought about 
the “‘DarHngton War,” and this little 
army of secret agents of the govenor 
have killed thirty-nine men and two wo- 
ren. About six of their number have 
been killed. In the early days of the dis-. 
pensary, under Governor Tillman and 
tcvernor Evans, there was no limit to 
the number of constables the governor 
could appoint. 
dred men to the roils for a week or a 
month without the knowledge of the pub- 
lic. They, were paid out of dispensary 
fur.ds, of which there s no public ac- 
counting. In campaign tours of the state 
squads of constables preceded the can- 
didates and were in force in every 
town where there was a. public 
speaking, using influence fot the ‘“‘dis- 
pensary” people. In th2 Earle-Evans 
canvass: for the senate two detectives, 
paid by the dispensary, accompanied 
Governor Evans over the entire state. 
The expense of the constabulary, until 
Governor Ellarbe came into office, was 
between $56,000 ani $8,000 annually. 
Governor Ellerbe reduced the force and 
it has been further cut down by Gover- 
nor McSweeney, there being now only 
abcut thirty mea empleyed in the state. 
These are sire oy appointments, whose 
names are known, and who, as a rule, 
are native to a community in which they 
werk. So the spy feature has been en- 
thely elimiaate. 

But as great change have be2n made 
in the method of managiag the dispen- 
sary, these amendments to the law being 
made from year to year as the result of 
scandals unearthed and by which the op- 
rcnents had been greatly. fortified. First, 
there was a commissioner who was ap- 
pointed by the “dispensary. This boara 
consisted of the governor, chairman, with 
the other state 9fficers. The commission- 
er made the purehases. Very soon the 
tocks would not balance by $43,000. ‘I'he 
commissioner resigned and the board 
made purchases. This was during Gover- 
nor Evans’s term, and charges of rebates 
going to the officiais were made. While 
there was evidence of a big stealing by

failed to find a bill against any one but 
a son of the commissioner who had re- 
ceived rebates. 

The state officers were then drop- 
ped from the board by the legislature 
and a commission of “business men 
elected. These quarreled among them- 
selves and preferred charges against each 
other than culminated in the famous 
Hazelden-Sellers battle last November, in 
which seven men were engaged and no 
lives lost because of the breastplates of 
steel worn by the Hazeldens. The 
other men were desperately wounded, but 
recovered. The legislature turned ‘out 
the entire old set lest February and re- 
elected a new board which does contain 
scme business men, but entire harmony 
does not prevail. There is opposition to 
the central board and the big central dis- 
pursary here. 

Another change is in the supply of 
liquor. In a message. to the legislaturo 
six months after the dispensary had been 
in operation, Governor Tillman sald: “but 
notwithstanding this revenue is not to be 
despised, the law dces not rest on a 
revenue basis, was not enacted for that 
purpose and cannot be defended on that 
ground. It rests wholly on its claim to 
peing the best method of controlling the 
evils which are inherent and inseparable 
from the intemperate use of liquors, and 
must stand or fall on its merit. compared 
with other methods of cOuntruelitng§ iit 
evil.’’ At that time there were thirty-five 
dispensaries in the state. Beer could only 
be obtained by the bottle from the dis- 
pensaries; no drinks were sold. Now 
there are nearly four times that number 
of liquor dispensaries, and there are beer- 
houses in ail the lanre towns. A resident 


have it delivered free by the arate or keg, 
at his residence. The sales of liquor have 
increased four to five fold. At first there 
had to be a special gubernatorial dispen- 
sation if it was desired to have wine at a 
banquet or party. That js not now 
thought of. The authorities, however, 
will take it kindly if the champagne is 
purchased througn the dispensary. Sev- 
eral hotels are given ‘‘privileges’’—there 
liquor is seld by the drink. The original 
plan of disposing of dispersary profits was 
to give one-third to thé county, one-third 
to the town and the balance to the gen- 
era] state fund. The town allowing biind 
tigers to go loose was deprived of its 
profits, but few have suffered in this way. 
Three years ago, to strengthen the sys- 
| tem, it was) decided to give the sitate’s 
share of the profits to the public schools 
to the extent of bringing the school] fund 
in each county up to $3 per capita. Under 
this arrangement it was found that the 
few counties having no dispensaries re- 
ceived mcre dispensary money than the 
others. The last legislature made a pop- 
ular change by providing that all the 
profits “should remain in the counties in 
which they were made—the towns getiing 


jnto the county school fund. 
Dispensary Headquarters. 

The disrensary board over two years 
ago purchased the building that was used 
during the civil war as the Confederate 
States’ mint, and has since been using it 
as headquarters. Here all the liquor pur- 
chased is delivered by the carload on the 
sidetrack that runs to the building. A big 
force of giris and men is employed in the 
bottling and labelling of thousands cf 
gallons monthly, It ‘'s boxed and shipped 
on the orders of the county dispensers. 
Everything is sold from case goods at 38 
@ gallon to "&-proof stuff’ that ts re- 
tailed, after taking out two good profits, 
for 2 cents a pint. , 

A great many persons*who reftised to 
touch dispensary whisky while the law 
prohibited the importation of liquor for 
private use now patronize the local estab- 
lishments; but many more, practically ali 
club members and those who use wine on 
their tabies, continue to order from 
abroad. In the clubs each member has 
a lock box in which a eupply of liquor is 
kept. 

lI'wo or three inspectors are kept on the 
road watching the county dispensaries 
and checking up their books. Whether 
from ignorance of business methods or 
rascalit?, the shortages in these dispen- 
saries are of frequent occurrence, Many 
have been made gcod, but there are 
thirty-fi-e cases in which suits against 
bondsmen are required to be prosecuted 
by the dispensary law, but not one sult 
has begun. r 

The state dispensary did a business last 
year of nearly $2,000,000, despite the fact

Dahlonega, Ga., July 1.—(Special.)— 
For nearly thirty years, or ever since 
its incorporation in 1871 under the act of 
congress of July 2, 1862, has ‘been the 
desire of the trustees and friends of the 
North Georgia Agricultural College to 
have a regularly recognized school of 
mines and mining established as a depart- 
ment of this institution. After loug en- 
ticipation and occasional earnest effort in 
this direction, it at length seems higmy 


probabie that this expectation Is-now to | 


be realized. 
The perfect adaptation of Dahlonega in 
point of location—its situation in the cen- 


‘ter of the mineral deposits and mining 


irterests of the state—its immediate prox- 
imity to valuable deposits of goid, copper, 
iron, various kinds of pyrites and oiner 
valuable ores—the presence here of the 
recognized agriculture and military .col- 
lege of the state, and\its healthful, in- 
vigorating climate—distinguishes it as the 
location par excellence for such an in- 
stitution. The establishment of such an 
institution at Dahlonega was furthermore 
epproved by Professor Joseph Henry, for- 
merly director of tne Smithsonian Instli- 
tution; Professor <Adelberg, Professor 
Raymond, of New York, and Clarence 
King, of the United States Geological bu- 
reau, i 

The first effort to this end was made 
by Colonel W. P. Price, president of the 
board of. trustees of the North Georgia 
Agricultural College, who as representa- 
tive in Forty-second congress, 1872-3, from 
what was then the sixth, now ninth ccn- 
gressional district, introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the appropriation by congress 
of $10,000 annually—this amount to be in- 
creased progressively to $15,000, for the eg- 
tablishment of a department of mines and 
mining in ccnnection with the North 
Georgia Agricultural College. 

The bill provided for the disbursement 
of this appropriation through the regents 
of the Smithsonian Institution, who were 
#iso to select the teachers for this depart- 
ment of the college. : 

Colonel Price’s bill was referred to the 
committee on minés and mining, of which 
Hon,”“Mr. Waldron, of Michigan, was 
ckairman. Colonel Price appeared before 
a meeting of the committee called es- 
pecially to consider this measure, which 
had attracted more than usual interest, 
especially as the same congress had but 
recently unanimotsly voted to convey the 
mint building at Dahlonega for an agri- 
cultural college.

HOLD CONFERENCE 


Democrats, Silver Republicans 
and Populists Have Talk 


LEADERS ARE IN ATTENDANCE 


Basis of Agreement as to Vice Pres- 
Ident Was Considered, 


ALL ARE AGREED ON PLATFORM 


Two of the Political Parties Stood 
Together Urging Towne for 
Bryan’s Running Mate, 
but Democrats Would 
Not Consent. 


Kansas City, July 3.—A eonference of 

the three political parties was held at the 
Kansas City Club today. From the demo- 
cratic party there were Jones, of Arkan- 
sas; Tillman, of South Carolina; Croker, 
of New York; Johnson, of Kansas; from 
the populists there were Kdmiston, of 
Nebraska: Weaver, of Iowa; Pettigrew, 
of Scuth Dakota; Allen,of Nebraska, and 
Heitfeld, of Idaho; and of the silver re- 
publicans there were Teller, of Colorado; 
Dubois, of Idaho, and Newlands, of Ne- 
vada. ‘ 
There were other representatives of 
different parties presént. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to form the basis 
of an agreement between the three allied 
parties as to a vice presidential candi- 
date. 

The conference settled as definitely- as 
it was possible for a few representative 
men to settle anything in advance that 
the platform should contain a positive 
and specific declaration for free coinage 
at 16 to 1, but’ there was no equally posi- 
tive development in the vice presidential 
situation. 

The meeting lasted from 11 o’clock until 
1:45 and Was marked with great earnest- 
ness. The entire exchange of views was 
upon the two questions of the financial 
plank of the platform and the selection 
of a man for second place on the ticket, 
the latter question receiving the great- 
est share of attention because it offered 
the most obstacles. 

The dilver republicans and populists 
were quite agreed in pressing the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Towne for the vice presiden- 
cy and also-~n urging the necessity for 
a positive declaration on ratio. Some 
ef the demoéfats placed themselves in 
the attitude of men whem it was neces- 
sary to win over. AH proved good lis- 
teners and some of them voluble talkers. 

On the question of platform, Mr. John- 
son, democrat, of Kansas, made the only 
notable declaration, He said that he was 
willing to accept a positive declaration 
for the historic ratio if it were insisted 
upon, but that he thought it would be 
good politics to leave it out. He thought 
that with this omission more Germans 
would vote the ticket. Others, including 
Mr. Croker, said that they were also 
willing that the declaration should be 
made specific. Mr. Croker expressed the 
opinion that the New York democrats 
would vote for Bryan regardless of the 
platform declaration. Asked if he consid- 
ered that there was any chance of carry- 
ing New York with any platform, he re- 
plied that there was no certainty; that 
the probabilities were in the opposite di- 
rection, but that it was impossible to 
say at this date what effects the injec- 
ion of the new issues of the past few 
years would have upon the result. 

There was really no dissent from the 


opinion that the 16 to 1 declaration should . 


be made. The democratic representatives 
generally expressed the opinion that a 
month ago the declaration was not nec- 
essary, but they assented to the demand 
upon the ground that the popular clamor 
now makes it necessary. All agreed af- 
ter the conference in saying that the spe- 
cific declaration will be made.

Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, also 
made a speech in Towne’s behalf, saying 
that he would add strength to the ticket 
where votes were needed and that it 
was time to have done with the nonsense 
that a man had to be branded before he 
could be accepted, He said the silver re- 
publicans had left the feast of their own 
party when the table was spread, and 
added that he believed the democrats 
owed them every consideration, 

Mr. Croker sald he had no candidate 
for the vice presidency—that he did not 
consider that the concession of this po- 
sition to New York would insure the 
state. 


“I have in mind a good man for the 


place,”’ he said, “but don’t see that it is 
necessary to name him. Almost any man 
will do for the vice presidency.”’

Senator Jones contented himself with 
Stacing the objections he had hear urged 
to going outside the party for a nominee, 
but did not express any opposition to Mr.

SENSATIONAL PREACHING. 


Rogersville, Tenn., June 26.—Editor Wo- 
man's Department: The sptrit of true 
religion, which is in its essence love and 
trust, breathes a refinement of its own 
not taught in the schools and not de- 
pendent on intellectual culture. It ,may 
be manifested in the case of an illiterate 
old darky as well as in that of the emi- 
nent scholar or delicately nurtured lady. 
But wherever found it is in its nature 
and essence utterly opposed to the tem- 
per and speech of the _ sensational 
preacher. 

Here and there instances are cited of 
notoriously wicked men turned from 
their vicious courses to lead sober, honest 
lives by the power of this mountebank 
preaching; and instances are also re- 
corded of men arrested on the. downward 
Slope by the tragic death of an associate. 
or by-the commission of crime, even. Yet 
one will hardly advocate tragedy and 
crime as modes of religious propagandism. 
But, granted all that can be honestly 
claimed for this pulpit type, in the way 


, of genuine and permanent conversions, 


What are’ these compared to the evil 
that he does in lowering the whole tone 
of religious thought in a community? 
and in eradicating from religious worship 
its most egsential feature—reverence? 

A further proof that the sensational 
preacher has not received his commission 
from on high is the arrogant self-asser- 
tion and complacent egotism that mark 
his bearing. Whenever self and the im- 
pression which self is creating gets to be 
the dominant idea in any man's preach- 
ing, that man’s preaching is vain—what- 
ever his natural gifts and acquirements. 
And although a fearless rebuke of “‘in- 
fquity in high places’’ by the able and 
consecrated man of God has sometimes 
effected great political and social reforms, 
so true is it that the denunctatory styie 
of preaching continuously and persistent- 
ly adopted begets a bitter intolerance and 
arrogant egotism in the preacher! it may 
be very justly questioned whether abuse 
of sin ever yet drove a sinner to God. 

After all the most effective way of 
turning men away from evil is to make 
goodness attractive to them, and it seems 
a little strange that among all the schemes 
evolved by theologies for the conversion 
of the world this very simple plan should 
have received so little attention. 

Denunciatory preaching, which is a 
doubtful weapon even in the hands of an 
earnest and gifted minister, in the case 
of the sensationalists, degenerates into 
the most offensive personalities and un- 
bridled vituperation. But, bad as is their 
vituperative strain, their facetious vein 
is worse; since there is no tell-tale like 
one’s sense of humor, | 

Not long since, in a southern city where 
a sensational killing had occurred, the 
preacher having previously announced his 
red-handed text—'The Murderer’’—was 
confronted. at the appointed hour by a 
large concourse of people. For though 
it is not uneommon to hear expressed dis- 
approval of sensational preaching, I have 
observed that it is the sensational preach- 
er who invariably fills the house. This 
one—a recent importation from the north 
—opened up with the remark that .‘'the 
amount of shooting and slaying in this 
region is rather shocking to one unac- 
customed to the pistol, the knife and the 
rope;’’ a short time after his arrival 
(the Joke began here) a friend had asked 
him—accompanying the inquiry with a 
slap on his hip pocket—if he had brought 
a pistol with him, 5 

He had replied: “No, though Inclined 
to think a man might need one some- 
times; and he had s«nown a Philadelphia 
man fan extension of the joke) who 
after buying a railroad ticket, had in- 
yested his last cent [In a pistol before 
venturing to come south.” He neglected 
to mention his Philadelphia :friend’s call-

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MAKING A FLAG. 


GOOD bunting flag ‘ean be made 


A much cheaper than {t can be bought. 
But it takes patienee and neat, care- 
ful work to turn out a Satisfactory flag, 
for if it is not precisely and neatly finished 


it never will look or hang well. 

Wool bunting, which ts the proper ma- 
terial for a flag, is eighteen inches wide 
and costs from 20 to 30 cents per yard in 
the large department shops of cities. In 
choosing the size of your flag; the width 
of the material is an important consid- 
eration, as it cuts to better advantage and 
takes less sewing for some sizes than for 
others. 

The rule for making a United States flag 
is established in the code of the army and 
navy: ; 

“The ou er hoist of a flag must be 
ten-nineteenths of its length.” ‘The union 
is four-tenths of the length of the flag, in 
length, and seven stripes in width,” and 
had “forty-five stars, One for each state, 
ranged in equi-distant horizontal and di- 
agonal lines.’ |

This will take three yardg of bhie bunt- 
ing, six of white and seven of red, One 
ef the short red stripes must he pleccd 
once to get it out of this quantity. Join- 
ings must be flat, firm fells, stitched on 
each side firmly by machine. 

A flag fifteen feet long must be elgnat 
feet, one and a ha'lf inches wide. The 
union must be six feet long, by fifty-two 


and a half inches wide, Each stripe must 
be seven and a half inches wide, six of 
them fifteen feet long, and seven of them 
nine feet long. In this size it takes three 
widths to make the union, and #ome of 
the stripes must be pieced lengthwise. 

In this size you will yred seven yards 
of blue punting, fourteen of white and 
sixteen of red. This allows for ail seams. 
Be careful to measure every part exact- 
ly before you cut. 

The union is cut out and stars sewn 
upon it before it is joined to the stripes. 
Stars are cut from Hnen for large flags, 
but muslin wil] answer. As they are sewn 
upon both sides of the blue, ninety stats 
must be cut, a set for each side. 

The diagram shows how to draw a five- 
pointed star. hraw a circle four and a 
half inches in diameter and make five dois 
at equal distances upon the edge. From 
each point draw a straight line to the 
alternate point. Cut this pattern star out 
in cardboard, and laying it upon your 
material, snark the outline with a soft 
pencil. Cut out ninety of these, leaving a 
small piece along the edge for a turning: 
This is the size for a flag ten feet long. 
Six inches and a half across is the proper 
sized star for the flag of fifteen feet long. 

These stars are pinned, basted and 
finally hemmed down firmly on the blue 
union, taking care to match those upon 
the second side exactly over those of the 
first. They are placed in rows of seven 
and eight alternately, each Trew coming 
under the spaces of the row above it to 
make the diagonal lines. 

The stars may be sewn on by machine, 
if carefully done, the sewing running 
across each point. ; 

A binding of canvass two inches wide is 
sewn across the head end of the flag. 
Large eyelets, or groramets, which you 
can buy of a hardware dealer, are fasten- 
ed into this for inserting the flag halyard. 

If the flag is very heavy, a piece of rope, 
sewn on the outside edge of this canvas, 
makes it stronger.

There is no subject of mare pressing 
and vital importance than good living— 
physical and moral.

Doubtless Sir Thomas by his immense 
purchases at first hands cuts the first 
cost of provisions to a low figure, but 
the main saving is system. Not an atom 
of the nutritive quality is wasted. Most 
people get into ruts; many people get into 
the hurtful practice of eating a very small 
variety and an inordinate quantity of 
food.. Next to the English +*we are the 
largest meat eaters in the world. Meat 
is all right in its place, but it is not near 
s9 nutritious as the grains, This experi- 
ment of Sir Thomas Lipton is a financial 
suceess and demonstrates what can be 
done in good eating at a minimum cost 
He even beats the French, where it is 
said two French families can dine lux- 
uriously on what one American family 
wastes at its dinner. What we need ig to 
study this food problem in a practical 
manner. We can and we gucht to live 
much better and live longer by the intel- 
ligent use of better food with much jess 
expenditure of money, 


The Railway Mail Service. 
From Frank Leslie’s Popular Monthly. 

The expunsion of mau service by rail 
is illustrated by the facts that, in the 
year 184, there were seventy-live miles of 
raliroad in the United States on Wiiici 
Malis were carried, and now there are 
174,777. Or mail of all classes distriputed 
by railway postal cierks, there were lilt 
lsyv8 12,265, ut,aav pieces of second-ciass mali 
(newspapers). ‘here were in 10%, not in- 
cluding tree in country, 366,126,333 pounds. 
bach of the pieces is, of course, handied 
severai times; nevyertheiess, the vast ilum- 
ber represents actual work. 

But the: functions of the railway mail 
service are not contined to the contrul ol 
its own er:ployees, for all postofiices re- 
ceive their imstructions from the officers 
of this service in regard to the mah’ng 
up and dispatch of maii, and as to the 
time it should be sent and by what routes. 

The railay mail service is the medium 
of practically all business with the rail- 
way companies except financial 

The vast business comes first, of course, 
under the control of the postmaster gen- 
eral, the Hon. Charles Bmory Smith, who, 
in his career as an active journalist and 
manager, has had oceasion to know 
somewhat of the railway mai! sey vice, 
and none the less so now that he is the 
head of the whole posta) affairs of thé 
nation, 

Next to the postmaster general in the 
line of the railway mail service comes the 
Hon. W. Shellenberger, who has charge 
of all transportation, whether by dog- 
sled or reindeer in Alaska, in saddle bags 
on mules among mining camps, or by 
stage coach, or by steamboats, or fasi 
express trains. Mr. Shellenberger came 
to his post with a large experience gained 
in congress and otherwise, which has 
doubtieéss contributed in no gmal] degree 
to his successful work, 

The manugement of the railroad and 
steamboat service devolves upon the gen- 
eral superintendent of the railway mail 
service, Captain James E. White, a 
wounded veteran %f the army, und a 
veteran of the railway mail service, 
through which he has worked his way 
from the renks. There is every indication 
that the future has in store for this great 
service a career no 1:@ss prosperous than 
the past. 


Gleanings from United States Consu- 


lar Reports. 

New Method of Bleaching in Germany.— 
Consul] Hughes, of Coburg, under date of 
March.7, 1800, says: 

“I wish to call attention to Professor 
Koechiin's method for the bieaching of 
cotton and other vegetable fibers by paas- 
ing them through a bath of 100 liters (26.4 
gallons) of water, 10 kilograms (22 pounds) 
of lime, and 3 Kilograms (110 pounds) of 
bisulphite of soda. They are then cteam- 
ed for an hour or two under a pressure 
of from one to two atmospheres, rinsed 
again, and dried. The pisulphite can be 
replaced by hydrosuiphite of lime. The 
cotton or other fiber may be boiled in the 
bath for a few hours, instead of being 
process is to subject 
the goods for six hours under_a pressure 
of two-thirds of an atmosphere to a 
liquid composed of 1,000 liters (2% gal- 
lons) of water, 16 kilograms of dry caustic 
soda, 10 kilograms of svap, i kilogram 
(2.2 pounds) of calcined magnesia, and W 
liters (7.9 gallons) of peroxide of hydrogen; 
then rinse, souse, rinse again, and dry.

Stenographic Typewriter in Germany 

Under date of March 9, 1900, Consul Gen- 
eral Guenther, of Frankfort, says: 

“Although typewriters for shorthand 
have been patented, the drawback has 
been that they wrote upon narrow paper, 
like a printing telegraph. A stenotyper. 
invented in Germany employs a roll of. 
paper equal in width to an ordinary short- 
hand notebook.

The marks of the six 
keys, which dan be tapped simultaneously, 
can be combined in sixty-three different 
ways, producing an alpHabet of sixty- 
three letters.”’

justified. On this reasoning there was some 
selling for a reaction, «specially as-general out- 
side speculative interest was net a factor. The 
weekly weather report, though bullish, was 
hardly as much co as late somewhat sensa- 
tional reports from private sources had led the 
trade to expect. The official statement, there- 
fore, fell rather flat, and ieft the market to

Washington, July 3.—Government weekly 
weather and crop report: Heavy rains have 
fallen over a large portion of the south At- 
lantic, central and east gulf states, Tennessee 
and Ohio valleys, which districts suffered much 
from. excessive moistufe in the previous week. 

In the southern states, oats in shock have 
sustained much damage as a result of heavy 
rains, which have also injured the unharvestod 
— in the central Mississipp! and Ohio val- 
eys 

Over nearly the whole of the central and 
eastern portions of the cotton belt the weather 
has been very unfavorable to cotton, which is 
largely overrun with grass and weeds, some 
elds in Mississippi and South Carolina having 
been abandoned. In North Carolina, Florida 
and on uplands in Tennessee, the condituun of 
the crop is more favorable. In Texas it is 
generally clean and making ;god growth, al- 
though very irregular, and is needing rain over 
the central and western part of the state. 

Tobacco needs rain in Maryland, but the gen- 
eral condition of the crop in the other tobacco 
States is very promising except in western Ken- 
tucky and portions of Tennessee, where it has 
been damaged by heavy rains.

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Because but three names are affixad to 
the great charter of American Mberty 
on-the part of Georgia, many suppose 
that her representation was Hmited- to 
that number. This is erroneous. There 
were six delegates to the continental con- 
gress. They were. Archibald Bulloch, John 
Houston, Rev. Dr. Zubly, Button Gwin- 
nett, Lyman Halt and George Walton. 

Archibald Bulloch, after being elected 
delegate, was made president and com- 
mander in chief of the colony. ‘It is’ rea- 
sonable to believe that he would have pre- 
ferred to have gone to that love féast of 
patriots instead of remaining in Georgia, 


‘midst the seething, discord of loyalsis, 


tories and patriots. Duty and danger ap- 
pointed him to tend the watch fires of 
freedcm at home. With what ability, 
what justice, what courage he sailed the 
ship of state! He was -the first to read 
and promulgate the declaration ¢f inde- 
pendence on which devotton to duty de- 
barred him from writing his name, Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, ,tis time 
you had a chapter named Archibald HRul- 
loch. 

Dr. Zubly was an eminent divine, an 
arient son cf liberty. He spoke for it in 
the session, preached for it in the pulpit 
and petitioned parliament for it. He went 
to the continental congress and when the 
cructal’ moment came ‘betray3d ft, and 
fearing, fled. :

An educated merchant of Bristol, 
England, he removed. to Charleston, 8.

Bosomworth; and having peopled lt with

“ber of the continental congress in 1776 


he was one of the Georgia signers of the 
declaratiqn of independence. A delegate 


to the constitutional convention which 


promulgated the constitution of February, 
1777. it is believed that he had more to 
do than any one else with framing that 
important document. As the successor. of 
Archibald Bullock he attained the highest 
honors within the gift of his fellow citi- 
zene. The falilure..of the legisiature to 
elect him governor in May, 177i, was a 
griev ous disappointment to aim, Of his 
patriotism, love of liberty ‘and devotion 
to the cause of freedom he gave yroof 
most abundant. But he was ambitious, 
grasping of power, strong in his preju- 
dices. intolerant of opposition and -vio- 
lent in his hate. His enmity and injus- 
tice to General Lachlan McIntosh cul- 
minated in a duel May 16, 1777. Both were 
wounded, ‘Gwinnett mortally. His. aspi- 
rations, triumphs, downfall and death are 
compressed within the space of two short 


years 


Lyman Hall. 
Lyman Hall, Georgia’s second signer, 
was born in Connecticut. He was six 
feet tali, of commanding appearance, af- 
fable manners and much pérsuasiveness 
of speech® combined with excellent judg- 
ment and -great firmness. He married 


4n his native state and emigrated to 
Dorchester, S. C., before, he attained the 


In less than a year 
he again migrated, this time going to 
Medway District, Ga, settling at Sun- 
bury. in St, John’s parish, where he prac- 
ticed medicine. About forty New Eng- 
land families accompanied him. Perhaps 
it was the tie of blood with the brethren 
et the seat of war which made Dr. Hall 
and his fellows foremost in their advo- 
cacy of hostilities. Certain it is that 
some powerful influence drove these men 
forward in.a desperate cause which meant

Early Lyman Hall championed the cause 
of Hberty. H>- strove to carry his colo- 
ny; failing, he returred to Sunbury, to 
be sent by St. John’s parish a6 delegate to | 
the general congress, which met in Phil- 
adelphia May 10, 1775. He presentéd bis 
eredentials May 13th ‘‘As delegate from 
the parish of St. John, in the colony of 
Georgia.”’ 

When, July, 1775, Georgia joined hands 
with her. sister colonies, Dr. Hall -was 
one. of her delegates to the continental 
oongress 
in this national assemby, 

His patriotism cost him his profession, 
his property, his home, his family ties 
—for he had to send his dear ones north 
to insure their safety. 

In 1782 he brought them back to Gaorgia. 
The next year he was elected governor. 
When he retired from public. life he set- 
tled in Burke county, where he died in the 
sixtieth year of his age. ; 


George Walton. 


George Walton was borr in Frederick 
county, Virginia, in 1740. ‘ris educational 
‘advantages were few. He was appreii- 
ticed to a carpenter, a rigid task-muster, 
who would not allow the youth time by 
day nor candles at night for atudy. Wita 
indomitable wiil this statesman ef the 
future’ gathered Hightwood in the aay

At the expiration of his apprenticeship 
he removed vo Savannah, There he 
studied law under Henry Young, Esq. In 
1774, when the thunder of war reverver- 
aied throygen the coionies Mr. Young neid 
hiss allegiance to the King. Not su wills 
Walton. tils name was aihxed to the first 
cali for a rally at the Liberty poie, His 
voice Was. raised in the cause of free- 
dom. 
yannah was the seat of the royal govern-- 
ment and the governor and oflicers of the 
crown were there. In January the Lb- 
exty party hed another meeting. Wal- 
ton’s eloquence again advocated union 
with the colonics. Was war such a tcr- 
rible calamity to Georgia? She had 
miles ef frentier, “her territory was 
sparsely settled, and nowhere more 


i than forty miles wide. 


Yet, in July, 1775, this colonial baby, 
this.pet of King George, defied the moth- 
er country to cast her lot withthe strug- 
giing cdionies. 

In Fepruary, 1776, Mr. Walton was elect- 
ed delegate to the continental congress in 
Fhiladefphia. When the congress as 
@ measure of safety removed to Jalti- 
more, a committee remained to transact 
the necessary continental business. Two 
hundred thousand dollars were placed at 
their disposal, and they were empowered 
to call for further sums if the service 
8a required.’ Robert Morris, George 
Citiner and George. Walton composed this 
committee. In December, 1778, Mr. Wal- 
ton was appointed colonel of the militia. 
“His battalion was on: the right of General 
HoWe ih the battle of Savannah. In’ this 
engagement he wag wounded and cap- 
tured.. Alas for his conduct with refer- 
ance to General McIntosh. It has sullied 
the record of one of the fairest names 
on the roll of America’s patriots, it has 
bligGted | the. beys with which fame 
wreat his memory. 

Despite of it, few men have received SO 
many proofs of public confidence. He 
Was severa] times a membér of the staie 
legislature; was one of the commissioners 
for the United States to treat with the 
Creek Indians in Tennessee; was six times 
elected to cengress; once United States 
senator, twice governor of Georgia axl 
four times judge of the supreme court. 
Whis office he held fifteen years, dying on 
the 2d of February, 1804, still clad in the 
ermine of justice,

“Among the attractive features of our 


interstate fair,” said . Secretary T. H.

Atlanta Business Men’s League yester- .
